SUBJECT: “THE UNSINKABLE SEA OTTER” 


Mr. Vandevere was Jacques Cousteau’ s scientific 


advisor on this fine color film which was telecast on 
_ September 26 last year. It is our privilege that he 
will be on hand to introduce it. _ 

At one time there were vast colonies of. these 


endearing, frolicsome animals but the beautiful 
. glossiness of their coats was their undoing. The 
_ Tange was from Lower California to Siberia but. they. 
were decimated by avaricious hunters and thought 


to be extinct south of Amchitka. Fortunately, there 
was a reappearance some thirty years ago. 

Mr. Cousteau’s company and cameras ranged 
from the Aleutians to Monterey Bay. In the Arctic 
otters were filmed both on land and in the frigid 


water. Later, photographers moved south to the | 


California coast and recorded them among undersea 


forests of kelp, made friends on occasion, and were. 


able to film their courting and mating rituals. 


Once again, the sea otter is “under the gun” from | 


a group of professional fishermen who consider the 
aquatic mammal’s eating habits a threat to their live- 
_ lihood. Currently, a battle is joined between conser- 
~ vationists, scientists and concerned civilians and what 
they consider to be the “enemy” of the sea. otter. 


In this fine American Broadcasting. Company film | 
‘for television, Cousteau is once again concerned 
with the “chain of life’ and the need to maintain a 


delicate balance in all things. The appeal of the sea 
' otter drives the lesson forcibly home.
